was, not taking action on fre- 
peated warnings about alleged 
subversion. But, he said he 
would never violate the confi- 
cence of his informants. 

McCarthy was flanked by his 
two chief aids, Roy M. Cohn, 
his chief counsel, and Francis 
P. Carr, chief of his investigat- 
ing staff. 


‘Waive Immunity.’ 


As he moved into the spot- | 
light and subjected himself to 
cross-examination for the first 
time, McCarthy was asked by 
Senator John L. MeClellan 
(Dem.), Arkansas, *if he was 
willing to waive his sepatorial 
immunity from libel for the 
testimony he might give. 

Smiling grimly at McClellan, 
McCarthy said he wanted to 
make it perfectly clear that “I 
waive any immunity.” 

Speaking in a loud voice after 
being told that he could not be 
heard, McCarthy said the confi- 
dence of people who give him in- 
formation for his fight on Com- 
munism will never be violated. 

McCarthy said he did not get | 
the information in his document 
from the FBI. 

Ray Jenkins, special counsel 
for the subcommittee holding 
the public inquiry, said he would 
not ask the name of tHe person 
who delivered the document. 

McCarthy said the informant 
was in “the intelligence depart- 
ment.” 

He said he received the docu- 
ment “early last spring, per- 
haps a year ago.” 

There was a momentary delay, 
once Jenkins asked McCarthy to 
take the stand, before the Sena- 
tor moved to it.

Secretary Dulles returned to 
Washington last night from 
Geneva and conferred with the 
President for more than an hour 
this morning.

Question; Dulles Answers Student 


AARHUS, Denmark, May 4 


(AP)—A young Danish theologi-

(A Viet Namese government 
spokesman said Viet Nam is 
prepared to accept the forma- 
tion of a coalition government, 
but only after free elections 
supervised by the United Na- 
tions. He said however, the 
Communists wanted the coali- 
tion government to organize 
elections. 


(The spokesman declared the 
Viet Nam delegation would op- 
pose any plan to partition Viet 
Nam by an armistice line south 
of Hanoi. 

(A variant of the reports cur- 
rent in Geneva was one that the 
United States and Britain were 
pushing a drive to line up Pa- 
cific and Southeast Asian coun- 
tries, including India, against 
further Red aggression. The 
United Press said the aim was 
to get guarantees for a strong 
stand, once a truce is signed in 
Indochina, against renewed 
Communist aggression. The U.P. 
said Dulles discussed the plan 
with British Foreign Secretary 
Anthony Eden before Dulles left 
Geneva.) 

No plenary session of the con- 
ference was scheduled today. 
The delegates decided on a two- 
day recess yesterday when all 
the speakers desiring to be 
heard on the Korean question 
had finished.

SAIGON, Indochina, May 5 | 
(AP)—Pham Cong Tac, pope of | 
Indochina’s Cao Dai religious | 
sect, appealed today to Vietminh | 
leader Ho Chi Minh for a re- 
conciliation between Indochinese 
Nationalists and Communists. | 

He explained in an interview 
at Tay Ninh, Cao Dai headquar- | 
ters 35 miles from Saigon, that | 
his appeal actually was intended | 
to persuade Nationalists still 
fighting for the Vietminh to give | 
up their arms. 

“This appeal,” He said, “throws | 
open the door to those among | 
them who want to rally to the | 
Bao Dai regime, symbol of Viet | 
Nam. For I am sure that these 
militant Nationalists do not want | 
to be commandec by Chinese | 
Communists.” 

Bao Dai, ex-emperor of An- | 
nam, is chief of state of the 
French-sponsored Viet Nam gov- | 
ernment. 

In his interview the pope said | 
he wished to avoid turning Viet | 
Nam into a second Korea, “‘a 
mew field of battle where the 
armies of the U.S.A. and the | 
U.S.S.R, will face each other |

OR THOSE, including members of the Eisenhower Adminis- 
tration, who may think the Federal Government is a neat and 
tidy arrangement of the executive, legislative and judicial 


branches, the second volume of the late Harold L. Ickes’s secret 
diary, published the other day, will be an intimate revelation of 
the workings of government as it was during the turbulent and 
decisive days of Franklin D. Roosevelt and the aggressive New 


Dealers. ; 


The second volume of 759 
pages is subtitled “The Inside 
Struggle” and covers the years 
between 1936 and 1939 and ends 
with the outbreak of war be- 
,tween the Allies and the Berlin- 
Rome Axis. 

White House Poker Game. 

A September 1939 entry re- 
counted that on Sept. 2, Ickes 
was one of a group of six, 
including President Roosevelt, 
who had a stag dinner and a 
poker party at the White House 
that evening. After reporting 
that he had won $53.50 in a 
dollar limit game with the fives 
and tens wild, he wrote: 

“On a couple of occasions 
during the evening dispatches 
came in to the President and 
about 11 o'clock, after reading 
one, he looked up and said: ‘War 
will be declared by noon to- 
morrow.’ All of us were pleased 
at this prospect, not because 
any of us wanted war, but be- 
cause, believing it to be _ in- 
evitable to the end, we thought 
it was better for England and 
France to get into it as quickly 
as possible. The President said 
that up to the last, (Secretary 
of State) Cordell Hull has said 
that personally he was from 
Missouri. He had no faith that 
(British Prime Minister) Cham- 
berlain would not again turn 
his hand from the plow.” 

The game ended after mid- 
night. 

Cabinet Meetings. 

One of the most interesting 
and historically valuable parts 
of the book are the late Interior 
Secretary’s accounts of what 
happened at the cabinet meet- 
ings, of which in those times 
there were no official minutes 
of the discussions. 

At the meeting immediately 
after the outbreak of the Euro- 
pean war, American neutrality 
was discussed. On this point, 
Ickes reported: 

“It was decided to issue at 
once the customary neutrality 
declaration that follows the out- 
break of war. The President was 
not in so much of a hurry to 
issue the proclamation required 
under the neutrality act. He 
wanted England and France to 
have all the opportunity possible 
to export munitions of war, none 
of which could be exported after 
this proclamation was once 
issued. We also discussed the 
issuing of a declaration of emer- 
gency. The President disclosed 
that by issuing such a declara- 
tion the executive branch of the 
Government.would have greatly 
enhanced powers. He was in 
some doubt whether to issue it 
at once or wait until there was 
a greater evidence of sentiment 
in the country. Henry Wallace 
(then Secretary of Agriculture) 
was strongly of the opinion that 
it was doubtful whether such a 
declaration should be issued at 
once and if it were it should 
make clear our intentions were 
beneficent and honorable. 
took the position that the people 
were prepared for such a decla- 
ration now and it ought to be 
issued without delay.” 

Two days later Ickes called 
at the White House to persuade 
President Roosevelt to appoint 
former Gov. Alfred Landon of 
Kansas and the late Frank Knox, 
Chicago publisher, to the cabi- 
net so as to have a modified 
coalition government to cope 
with the international situation. 
He told Roosevelt that resigna- 
tions of all cabinet officers 
should be called for so he could 
retain those he wanted. The 
President said this was an “‘ab- 
surd idea” and asked why Ickes 
suggested it. He replied: Mr. 
President, my suggestion was 
made because I am talking to a 
very tender-hearted man. When 
I want a resignation I get it.” 

Ickes was referring specif- 


ically to the fact that Roosevelt | 


had wanted to fire Harry Wood- 
ring of Kansas, the Secretary of 
War, who had turned down an 
appointment as American min- 
ister to Canada. Louis Johnson, 
then assistant secretary of de- 
fense, thought he had Roose- 
velt’s promise of the war secre- 
taryship. Ickes wrote that John- 
son was trying to undermine 
Woodring. Roosevelt, according 
to Ickes, thought that Johnson 
“talked too much.” 

Ickes gave this summary of 
the meeting: 

“His (Roosevelt's) plan then, 
as indicated, is to clear out both 
Woodring and Johnson. Frank 
Murphy (then Attorney General) 
will go to war, a place he still 
wants. Incidéntally, Tom Cor- 
coran in such an event, wants to 
be assistant secretary of war, 
and he and Frank Murphy are 
very close. Bob Jackson (then 
solicitor general and now an 
Associate Justice of the Su- 
preme Court) would go in as At- 
torney General and Navy and 
Commerce would be offered to 
Knox and Landon. Which would 
be whieh I do not know, al- 
though the President seemed in- 
clined to consider Landon for 
Navy because that outranks 
Commerce.” Landon was the 
Republican presidential nominee 
in 1936 while Knox was in the 
second place on the ticket.

When Hopkins began 
to have poor health, however, 
they became personal friends. 


By his own words, Ickes is re- | 


vealed as a grasper for power 
with a habit of running to 
Roosevelt whenever he thought 
his rivals were trying to out- 
maneuver him. In this he was 
helped by Corcoran, then a 
White House intimate, and Ben 
Cohen, the shy but brilliant 
legal mind. 

He was proud of his impec- 
cable honesty and his undoubt- 
ed abilities as a strong and 
rather merciless executive of 
the Interior Department and 
the emergency agencies under 
his direction, especially the 
public works program.

A War to Stay Out Of 


The time has come for each citizen of the 
United States to decide what he thinks his Gov- 
ernment in Washington should do or not do 
about the war in Indochina. 

If the citizen has not yet made up his mind 
on this question, he actually may not have very 
long to do it in. Military authorities have ex- 
pected the fall of Dien Bien Phu momentarily 
for several weeks. It may collapse at any minute. 
If it does surrender, the Communist-supported 
rebels will win the biggest prize of the war—a 
bag of some 12,000 French and Viet Namese 
troops. 


Quickly in the train of that loss to the West 
may come a series of fast-moving events includ- 
ing perhaps: fall of the Laniel Government fol- 
lowed by a political crisis in France; suspension 
of the Geneva conference; demand in France 
that the war be ended if the United States does 
not take it over; decision in Washington as to 
whether our troops are to be sent to Indochina 
to prop up the French, 


It then would be too late for the American 
people to make up their minds about the Indo- 
chinese war. Any decision to stay out should 
be made now, in advance, while there is 
indisputably time for that decision to make itself 


heard and effective. 
* * * 


As of now there is uncertainty and confusion 
with respect to policy in Washington on Indo- 
china. At last week's press conference, President 
Eisenhower said that this country has gone as 
far as it can go under the mutual assistance 
pact. As he said, we have sent technical assist- 
ance. We have provided money. We have moved 
in equipment. But he also said that it would not 
be acceptable to us to see the anti-Communist 
defense of the Indochinese area crumble and 
disappear. 


How would our non-acceptance be established? 
The President did not say that we would demon- 
strate our non-acceptance by putting troops in 
Indochina. But significantly he has not repudi- 
ated Vice President Nixon’s off-the-record state- 
ment to the American Society of Newspaper 
Editors that Indochina must be held for the 
West even if it required this country to send 
troops there to hold it. 


That troop statement still stands as Eisen- 
hower Administration policy insofar as Mr. 
Nixon, who often presides at meetings of the 
National Security Council, speaks for the White 


House, 
a * o 


Whether Indochina is the first of a row of up- 
ended dominoes, to use the President’s figure 
of speech, the French colony, as the map shows, 
occupies a key relationship to Southeast Asia. 
If Indochina falls to the Communists then Red 
China will in effect have a common boundary 
with Thailand—and beyond Thailand and Burma 
lies India. The desirability of keeping the man- 
power and the resources of that vast area out 
of the Communist orbit does not need to be 
argued. It will be a blow to the West if Com- 
munist infiltration becomes easy. It will be a 
bulwark to the free world if Southeast Asia 
remains outside the control] of Communism. 


To the end that Indochina may not fall be- 
fore the Communist sickle, the United States 
has been for many months largely keeping up 
the French-Viet Namese cause. We are said to 
be bearing now about 80 per cent of the cost of 
the war. Our world-traveling emissaries—Vice 
President Nixon, Secretary Dulles and former 
Gov. Adlai Stevenson—have put their efforts into 
the struggle. 

The United States Information Service, in- 
cluding the Voice of America, has sought to con- 
vince the Asian natives that they will be better 
off on the side of the Western nations than 
under Communist tyranny. Notwithstanding the 
shortcomings in our practice of what we preach, 
let this appeal be greatly increased and let the 
French do their proper part belatedly by grant- 


ing freedom to the peoples of Indochina. 
* . e 


But if Southeast Asia is important to the free 
world, why not go into Indochina with troops, 
as Vice President Nixon has said may be neces- 
sary? 

Indochina must be judged on its own set 
of facts. What we are called on to do at this 
time is to decide about Indochina. We are not 
called on at this moment to decide about the 
whole of Southeast Asia. 

The one most fundamental fact about the war 
in Indochina is that it is a war which started 
nearly eight years ago as a revolt against French 
colonial misrule. The natives rose up against 
white governors whom they regarded as oppres- 
sors. They did this before the Communists had 
defeated Chiang Kai-shek on the Chinese main- 
land. Thus the outside Communist support that 
the Vietminh rebels now enjoy was insinuated 
into a war that was wholly native in its origin. 
The French still regard the war as a civil rebel- 
lion and it is for that reason that this war has 
never been taken up at the U.N. 


To be sure the war in Indochina has changed 
a very great deal since its inception as a native 
revolt. The Chinese Communists saw in Indo- 
china an opportunity to identify themselves with 
a popular uprising. They shrewdly attached them- 
selves to the Indochinese struggle to throw off 
white colonial rulers. 


The consequence is that more and more sup- 
port for the Vietminh has come from Peiping 
and that more and more the war has developed 
into a contest between Communism on the one 
hand and the French, as representatives of the 
free world, on the other. 

The United States is compelled, therefore, to 
take into account both the native origin of the 
Indqchinese war and the substantial extent to 
which the Vietminh side has been taken over 
by the Chinese Communists. 

- . * 


The differences between the Indochinese war 
and the war in Korea, which was a United Na- 
tions war, are so clear that they need only be 
mentioned. The United States and the other 
free world nations in the U.N. took their stand 
in Korea because the North Korean Communists 
were guilty of a naked military aggression. By 
force of arms the Communist invaders crossed 
a boundary set by the U.N. between North Korea 
and the Republic of Korea. 


Had the U.N. not stood by the Korean Repub- 


lic, which it had created, the U.N. would have 


rendered itself utterly meaningless. The U.N. 
would have gone the way of the League of Na- 
tions which failed to guarantee the principle of 
popular self-determination after its proclamation 
by Woodrow Wilson in his famous 14 points. 
Wilson’s great principle wag tersely restated 


by President Eisenhower in a historic address 


on American foreign policy in April, 1953, when 
Mr. Eisenhower said: “Any nation’s right to a 


form of government and an economic system of 


its own choosing is inalienable.” So saying the 
President reiterated one of the basic tenets in 
the U.N. Charter, signed at San Francisco nearly 
a decade ago. 


This acknowledged and respected right of 
nations to governments and leaders of their own 
choosing caused the United States to enter the 
Korean war. Now that same right stands between 
us and entry into the Indochinese war. We could 
not take over this colonial war, of which the peo- 
ple of France long ago grew sick and tired, with- 
out placing ourselves not only against the Viet- 
minh rebels but also all the Indochinese natives 
who are so determined to govern themselves.

Entry into the Indochinese war would not only 
take the United States into a conflict where basic 
principle would be against us. It would also in 
effect revive our recent war in Asia—for which 
a peace has not yet been concluded—in an 
area that would be far more difficult for our 
armed forces. We were able to use nearby 
Japan as a base for the war in Korea. 

The map shows that the nearest bases to Indo- 
china would be Formosa, the Philippines and 
Singapore—all much farther from Indochina 
than Japan is from Korea. The supply lines to 
Korea were long and wearing, but those to Indo- 
china would be much longer and much harder 
to maintain. 

Entry of the United States in Indochina with 
troops would, in our judgment, almost certainly 
bring Communist China into the fighting with 
full force of arms. Americans then would be 
fighting Chinese in direct conflict with Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's 1952 pledge to get American 
forces out of war in the Orient so that Asians 
themselves might settle Asian disputes. 

o ~*~ * 


The Kremlin then could watch with grim 
satisfaction while the life and treasure and sub- 
stance of the United States were poured into a 
stooge war. For whether or not the Soviets 
could stay out of such a war, a long, exhausting 
struggle between the United States and China 
in the jungles of Southeast Asia would put our 
economic system under heaviest strain. Moscow 
could hope for’the internal collapse, which it so 
confidently predicts, of capitalism in the United 
States. 

Gen. Omar Bradley, one of the great military 
leaders of World War II and chairman of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff until replaced by Adm. 
Radford, said two years ago that a general war 
in Asia, involving the United States, would be 
“the wrong war, in the wrong place, at the 
wrong time.” 


The present thinking of our top military plan- 
ners was stated in last Sunday’s Post-Dispatch 
by our military analyst, Brig. Gen. Thomas R. 
Phillips, retired. He wrote that the Defense De- 
partment’s planners “believe that war with 
China, direct or second-hand through Indochina, 
should be avoided at all costs. Once involved in 
China, with Russian resources and manpower un- 
touched, the really vital area of Western Europe 
could be lost while the United States was trying 
to extricate itself from the mud and jungles of 
the Far East.” — 

Assume, however, that the United States were 
to disregard the basic right of self-determina- 
tion in Indochina. Assume that we went to war 
on the side of French colonialism. Assume that 
Russia did not join the fighting and that eventu- 
ally we were able somehow to subdue the 
Chinese Communists. What then?

Would we maintain a long military occupation 
in China as we have in Germany? Would we 
keep thousands of troops in China for years 
as we have kept troops in Europe, in Japan and 
in Korea? Would we appropriate the billions 
of dollars that would be required to feed and 
clothe and house the masses of @@Minese war 
victims? Would we, after fighting the Asians, 
thus seek to win their good will? And if we 
would do it, could we do it? 

There are risks in the seemingly inevitable 
collapse in Indochina, grave risks. We should 
do all we can to persuade the French to grant 
full freedom to the native peoples and thus 
prepare the way for the most satisfactory settle- 
ment possible. 

We can and should use this as an opportunity 
to proclaim the fundamental philosophy of the 
free world—the dignity of individual man, the 
right to choose and the sanctity of democratic 
elections—in contrast with the iron rule of Com- 
munism. 

We can and should make clear that our deci- 
sion not to go to war in Indochina jis a decision 
for Indochina alone. 


We can and should make clear that we stand 
firm in our determination to resist Communist 
aggression aimed at conquest of the free world. 

The risks that go with entering this war are 
limitless. At their worst they include atomic 
warfare and the destruction of the civilized 
world. Those are risks to be run if the United 
States is attacked or if we dre required to go to 
war to defend allied forces in Europe. But they 
are not risks to be indulged in to support a dis- 
credited colonial regime in the jungles of Indo- 
china. 

- . * 

Already our Government has taken steps that 
could lead down the road toward all-out involve- 
ment. These steps include the dispatch of plane 
maintenance crews, the delivery of fighting 
aircraft and the establishment of an airlift to 
ferry French troop replacements. Each of these 
steps has been taken, so we believe, with the 
best of intentions. But each in its way has been 
a warlike act. Each might well have been 
countered by the Chinese Communists with 
more warlike acts by them on the other side. 

The Post-Dispatch does not question President 
Eisenhower's ability as a military leader or his 
experience in world affairs. On the contrary, 
we readily recognize these as primary among 
the qualities for which he was so overwhelming- 
ly elected the nation’s Chief Executive. But 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, like every President be- 
fore him, needs the benefit of public opinion to 
help him in the wise conduct of his heavily 
burdened office. 

To that constructive end, we state it as our 
profound conviction that the Indochinese war is 
a war to stay out of. 

Let Washington take no more steps that may 
have the effect of edging us closer to military 
engagement in Indochina. 

Let our Government énd the warlike acts that 
can now be charged against us by the Indo- 
chinese rebels. 

Let there be no more hasty, irresponsible 
statements about Indochina by our public of- 
ficials. 

Instead, let us, with our allies, in the Presi- 
dent’s own words, do what we can to “work 
out a practical way of getting along” in the

It is easy to denounce the McCarthy- 
Army hearings, now starting a new 
week, as undignified, brutal to the prin- 
cipals involved and damaging to the 
prestige of the United States. 


Much of this is true; but to appraise 
the hearings it is necessary to see them 
in perspective. Why were they neces- 
sary in the first place? What are they 
trying to prove? 

These hearings have been made neces- 
sary by the long series of usurpations 
and provocations, of 
irresponsible acts 
and reckless state- 
ments, engaged in 
by Senator McCar- 
thy. For too long 
he has been dis- 
tracting and divid- 
ing the country. 

That he should 
be called to account 
by means of a tor- 
tuous, time-consum- 
ing investigation 
may seem regretta- 
ble, particularly 
when the nation is 
in the midst of an 
international crisis that touches its vital 
interests. 


But, as things developed, an investi- 
gation was the way to make the reckon- 
ing. There is little use now saying that 
time is being wasted—already Senator 
McCarthy has wasted time beyond 
measure. 


There is little use saying that individ- 
uals are being put through a remorse- 
less ordeal. Senator McCarthy has been 
putting men and women through or- 
deals, in one way or another, for years. 

The effort, the indignities, the dan-

gers of misunderstanding abroad—all . 


will be worth while if the central issue 
can be faced up to candidly and dealt 
with resolutely. 


Those who are ready to urge that the 
hearings were a mistake from the be- 
ginning, or that they should be drasti- 
cally curtailed or conducted in some 
other form, are trying to escape a task 
as inevitable as it is unpleasant. 

To go through with this thing, seeing 
clearly amid the distractions what is 
involved and what is at stake, is the 
one sure way of restoring decency and 
authority in the national life. 


The testimony so far has by no means 
been uninstructive. Mr. Stevens has 
shown what it was like to try to admin- 
ister the affairs of the United States 
Army while McCarthy was at his heels. 
Senator McCarthy was representing the 
United States Senate and was presum- 
ably entitled to every consideration and 
to full co-operation. 

Yet this was no ordinary Senator and 
no ordinary investigation. To acquiesce 
was to invite the demoralization of the 


Army—to permit its being misrepre- 
sented and undermined to suit the poli- 
tical purposes of an ambitious dema- 
gogue. 

To resist was to run the risk of being 
called sympathetic to Communism, Mr. 
Stevens picked his course amid these 
dilemmas—co-operating until he saw 
that results were intolerable, resisting 
when it would have been absolutely dis- 
honorable to do otherwise. 

Thus, as the evidence shows, Secre- 
tary Stevens went to very great lengths 
in giving Private Schine every chance 
to be of use to the committee. But the 
thing he was under immense pressure 
to do—give Schine a commission—he 
stopped short of. 


He did want to have the Monmouth 
investigation curtailed (because under 
McCarthy its results were being vicious- 
ly exaggerated); he did consider replac- 
ing Gen. Lawton (because he feared 
wholesale suspensions under McCarthy’s 
influence). 

He tried persuasion to get the Sena- 
tor to let the Army get on with its own 
investigation of Monmouth; McCarthy’s 
displeasure was undoubtedly a factor in 
the decision to keep Gen. Lawton. 

All this is understandable—it was per- 
haps unavoidable—given the nature of 
McCarthy's tactics and the type of co- 
operation Secretary Stevens was ex- 
pected to show. 


What happened to Secretary Stevens 
and what happened to the Army under 
the remorseless treatment of Senator 
McCarthy is the lesson the country 
needs to learn. 

The testimony on these points has 
been eloquent and conclusive. The re- 
sults in the end must be more than a 
committee report or even possible court 
proceedings. 

It must be a determination on the 
part of the Senate, the Executive branch 
and the public as a whole that this 
abuse and distortion of the investigatory 
power will not be permitted again. 

To say the investigation must be gone 
through with, and that it already has 
been useful, is far from saying that it 
has been ideally conducted. 

Too much time has been spent in try- 
ing to pin witnesses down with an eye 
to perjury, rather than drawing from 
them the big picture of their motives 
and actions. 


The chief counsel, Mr. Jenkins, is ap- 
parently impartial, but it is the kind of 
impartiality that approaches a man of 
Mr. Stevens’s eminence and responsi- 
bility roughly as he would a horse thief. 

As chairman, Mr. Mundt has not been 
one to keep the proceedings on the 
track, and Senator McCarthy has used 
all the weapons of obstruction. These 
things need not be condoned. 

But because of them the main pur- 
pose and necessity of the hearings must 
not be forgotten.

Into the Unknown 
FLIGHT, by Evelyn Eaton. (The Bobbs-Merrill Co., 
246 pgs., $3.) 


peas the airport on what she 
imagined was a routine flight, Martia 
Deane’s only regret was that official 
red tape had prevented her taking fare- 
well of her daughter, Debby, and Deb- 
by’s family; her only anxiety, that she 
had somehow forgotten her destination, 
momentarily. However, as the flight 
progressed, a growing sense of strange- 
ness made Martia, a successful fhews 
photographer, gradually aware that this 
was not one of her customary jaunts in 
search of new faces, but rather a flight 
into the unknown. And her fellow-pas- 
sengers, like Martia herself, were dead. 

The story continues on two levels; 
one, the events of Martia’s life as she 
recalled their significance, and the 
other the story of her experiences after 
death. Of particular interest is the way 
earthly standards and mortal ideals 
shift into a new focus when viewed 
in dispassionate ret- 
rospect. In this 
way, some of Mar- 
tia’s most satisfying 
achievements are 
revealed to her as 
rather  self-con- 
sciously heroic, at 
best. At worst, her 
professional success 
becomes a_ selfish 
exploitation of the 
world’s miseries for 
a momentary sensa- 
tion. The growth of 
the heroine through 
the story is subtly 
depicted; her final 
port so nebulous as to be left to the 
reader’s individual decision. 

There have been a ‘number of books, 
plays and pictures dealing with the ex- 
periences of the soul after death, and 
it is always a temptation, unavoidable 
perhaps, but hardly commendable ex- 
cept for the sake of novelty, to clothe 
the happenings in the garments of 
earthly life. A plane is used to trans- 
port Martia to the after-life, her lug. 
gage represents her ties to earth, of 
which she must rid herself one by one, 
her deeds of kindness become nosegays, 
whose fragrance may be sent to ease 
the lot of those still living, while her 
sins are sent earthward:in the form of 
fatigue, discouragement and hardship, 
Not an especially original presentation, 
and so apt as to cheapen the effect. 

Evelyn Eaton, the author, has written 
a number of historical novels and sev- 
eral short stories. “Flight” is a distinct 
departure from her previous work, but 
shows the professional polish and skill 
of an experienced story-teller.

Bernard Ash is a young Englishman 
who read classics and philosophy at 
Oxford and later became intensely in- 
terested in local government and social 
conditions. “Silence for His Worship,” 
his first novel, is an intelligent rather 
than an exciting picture of the last 
eighty years of London. The story is 
that of a young and extraordinarily 
husky boy who ran away from home 
in 1879 and subsequently progressed 
through the underworld of Victorian 
London to prosperity, influence, and 
a degree of contentment and culture. 

The author obviously admires the 
Victorian novelists as well.as their times 
and has copied or absorbed from them 
a leisurely pace, an interest in, objec-

himself as commentator. He does not 
hesitate to project himself into his peo- 
ple’s minds and right out again.

He 
continually predicts what will or will 
not happen to his characters or his 
story and explains the importance of in- 
cidents of the past and future, lest the 
reader draw his own conclusions.

That not only shows how 
they are trying to control this 
investigation, which is directed 
partly at both of them, but also 
gives the public its first real 
view of their methods.

Error at Berlin. 


Somebody blundered in not 
making it unmistakably clear in 
Paris to Mr. Laniel and to Mr. 
Bidault that they must not put 
the western alliance on the spot. 
Molotov and Chou En-lai may 
be tempted to think there will 
be no resistance in Indochina so 
long as they do not commit an 
overt act which would precipi- 
tate ‘“‘massive retaliation” and a 
general war. The opportunity 
should not be lost to explain 
that such an_ interpretation 
would be a dangerous misread- 
ing of the temper and intentions 
of the West. 

A diplomatic mistake made at 
Berlin was the agreement to 
leave even a cease-fire to the 
Geneva conference, It seemed 
necessary to suppose there had 
been a private agreement to 
make a tacit cease-fire in the 
long interval between Berlin 
and Geneva. 


Poor Bargain. 


It is hard on the morale of 
any army which is not fanatical 
in temper to tell the men to 
fight when an armistice is in 
sight. Men do not like to be 
killed or maimed in the last 
meaningless battles of a war. 

It was only common sense to 
assume that for the admission of 
Red China to a conference of 
the Big Four, a price had been 
exacted—at least an agreement 
looking to acceptance of an ar- 
mistice. 

To let them get what they 
wanted—to come to Geneva— 
without getting what France has 
to want—a cease fire—would be 
a poor bargain indeed. Chou 
En-lai is now able to sell at 
Geneva at a price as yet un- 
known to us what he should 
have had to pay for a ticket of

A Deeper Problem. 


There is also much deeper 
trouble. 

Our foreign policy rests upon 
alliances. 

Our alliances have been affect- 
ed by the atomic explosion in 
the Soviet Union, which ended 
the American monopoly of atom- 
ic weapons, and by the defeat of 
Nationalist China. 

The simple doctrine of con- 
tainment proclaimed under Tru- 
man antedated both develop- 
ments. 

Most of our allies have no de- 
fense against atomic attack. All 
the Asian countries, and all the 
European countries with organic 
ties in Asia, have been confront- 
ed with th enormous fact that 
China has become a Communist 
power. 


Alliances Weaken. 


Since 1950 our alliances, 
founded upon the obsolete pre- 
mises of the Truman ne, 
have had to be readjusted. But 
the moral climate in this country 
has been too full of violence and 
suspicion to permit American 
opinion to adjust itself—as I be- 
lieve President Eisenhower and 
Secretary Dulles have long 
known was necessary—to the 
new realities. They have been 
forced, especially by the leading 
cc eeyd of their own perv. into 
wha an extreme and jrrecon- 
cilably dogmatic version of— 
ironically enough—the Truman 
Doctrine. 

Since in Washington there has 
been no true appraisal of the 
new situation of our alliances, 
our allies have had to reappraise 
their alliances with us. In so far 
as we have been inflexible, they 
have been pushed by their own 
people in the direction of being 
more flexible than was wise; or 
necessary, or expedient. 

And so our alliances will al- 
most certainly deteriorate fur- 
ther as long as Congress refuses 
to face the facts of life.

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NARCOTICS TRAFFIC 
LADD TO RED CHINA 


U.S. Tells U.N. Body Com- 
munists Abet Addiction 
to Further Cause. 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., 
May 5 (UP)—The United States 
has charged Red China’s Foreign 


Office with pushing narcotics 
addiction among the world’s free 
peoples to obtain money for 
Communist political purposes. 
United States Commissioner 
Harry J. Anslinger told the Unit- 
ed Nations Commission on Nar- 
cotic Drugs yesterday that Com- 
munist China last year exported 


,000, worth of opium, 
morphine and heroin. He de- 
scribed the traffic as a for- 
midable and far-reaching plot 
to gain foreign exchange and 
at the same time to demoralize 
the people of the free world. 


“Spreading narcotic addiction 
and obtaining funds for political 


purposes through the sale of 
heroin and opium is not just 
the policy of one man in the 
Communist regime. It is the 
policy of the entire Communist 
regime in mainland China... . 

“The (Red Chinese) Foreign 
Ministry has over-all control 
over the entire program and di- 
rects the export of further dis- 
tribution of the heroin and 
opium throughout the National 
Trading Co. which main- 
tains headquarters in Peiping.” 

Anslinger said the arrest of 
eight prominent Chinese and the 
indictment of Judah Isaac Ezra 
of Hong Kong in San Francisco 


last month exposed the narcotics 
operations there. He said an 
organization known as the Aaron 
Trading Co., operated by two 
Chinese, sought to establish con- 
nections “directly into New York 
City.” 

“The fanatical Communist 


narcotic traffickers have resort- 
ed to the extreme measure of 
cutting off the ears of those 
small-time sellers who dared 
reveal the identity of the supply- 
ing group,” he said. “Another 
method has been to take them 
into a Communist organization 
whereby they are sealed off and 
there-by silenced. 


BYRD CALLS FOR NAMES 
OF ALL IN FHA SCANDALS 


WASHHINGTON, May 5 (AP) 
—Senator Byrd (Dem.), Virgin- 
la, demanded today that Hous- 
ing Administrator Albert M. 
Cole make public the names of 
all builders and responsible of- 
ficials in multi-million dollar 
federal housing scandals. 

Byrd asked for full public dis- 
closure not only on the large 
rental and apartment projects 
already under investigation, but 
also of “all irregularities you 
find” in other Government 
housing programs. 


“This information should be 
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made public in fairness and jus- 


tice to conscientious builders, 
those paying inflated rents 
based on profiteer loans, and 
taxpayers of the United States 
whose credit has been commit- 
ted,” Byrd said in a statement.

Ex-Communist Speaking 
Here Also Wants Soviets 
Ousted From U.N.

The United States should 


break off relations with Russia 
and attempt to have the Soviet 
Union and its satellites ex- 
pelled from the United Nations, 
Louis F. Budenz, former Com- 
munist leader and now a fac- 
ulty member at Fordham Uni- 
versity, said here last night. 


Budenz, speaking at Hotel 
Chase at a $50-a-plate dinner for 
the benefit of Nerinx Hall, also 
recommended that this country 
refuse to recognize Red China 
under any conditions, and that 
the Communist party be out- 
lawed in the United States. 

Budenz, who was editor of the 
Communist Daily Worker be- 
fore he returned to Catholicism 
in 1945, said the “Communist 
line in still marching forward” 
in the United States. 

“There are two reasons why 

this line has been so succéss- 
ful,” he explained. “First, the 
nature of Soviet Communism is 
not understood fully. 
- “Second, the manner in which 
the line is presented by con- 
cealed Communists to non- 
Communists, and by this latter 
group spread throughout the 
United States, is not under- 
stood.” 

The dinner was under aus- 
pices of sponsors of Webster 
College, of which Nerinx Hall 
is a high school affiliate.

Writer. 

The annual waterfowl survey, 
beginning this month and ex- 
tending to the hunting season, is 
under way. Details have been 
worked out jointly by the De- 
partment of the Interior’s Fish 
and Wildlife Service and the Ca- 
nadian Wildlife Service. Co- 
operating with these two federal 
agencies will be Ducks Unlim- 
ited, the Wildlife Management 
Institute, Provincial Wildlife 
workeys, and Various state fish 
and game departments. 

Aerial and ground observa- 
tions will bring forth pertinent 
information about breeding pairs, 
water conditions, and important 
data on the newly-hatched birds. 
Ducks, geese and coots will be 
included in the survey. By 
means of the latest sampling 
methods, representative data will 
be obtained from all corners of 
North America where waterfowl 
are known to breed. Emphasis 
this year will be placed on band- 
ing operations as a basis. for fu- 
ture studies of hunting pressure, 
mortality rates and flyway dis- 
tribution. 


A Tremendous Project. 

The scope of this survey will 
be the greatest ever attempted. 
Biologists and other trained per- 
sonnel will be constantly in the 
field, studying and watching the 
behavior of the breeding and 
nesting birds. Predators, such 
as skunks, turtles, magpies and 
crows will be eliminated and 
water levels will be constantly 
watched and, wherever possible, 
maintained at an elevation con- 
ducive to ideal nesting and habi- 
tat conditions. The information 
obtained will be used to guide 
officials of the United States and 
Canada in drafting sensible hunt- 
ing regulations for wild ducks, 
geese and coots during the 1954- 
55 waterfowl season. 

Few waterfowl hunters real- 
{ze the tremendous amount of 
time, money and man-power 
hours involved in a survey of 
this magnitude. Thousands of 
hours are clocked in the air; 
men spend many hours with 
binoculars glued to their eyes, 
and hundreds of bushels of feed 
are used in baiting traps for 
banding operations. Counts of 
species are made, both from 
land and air, and each set of 
figures checked against the 
other; young duck and geese 


_ 


| broods are carefully enumer- 
ated and, if the broods are low- 


er in number than are usually 


_ obtained from the normal clutch 
of eggs, there is cause for con- 


cern. If there is a heavy con- 
centration of predators in any 
given area, predator control 
crews are shifted to that local- 
ity to exterminate them, and 
trapped birds are even fluoro- 
scoped for shot pellets. 

Many sportsmen have the er- 
roneous belief that ducks do not 
nest in their state merely be- 
cause of the presence of man 
on their range. Yet, studies 
show that some of the finest 
Canadian breeding areas are 
heavily settled farming districts. 
In such regions ducks and men 
live side by side, and it is not 
unéommon to see nesting pairs 
taking up quarters in a barn- 
yard or a rancher’s back yard. 

Experiment With Dyes. 

One biologist, working on 
brood count studies, hit on the 
idea of injecting the egg embryo 
with colored dyes during the 
nesting period. The ducklings 
hatched out a brilliant red, 
green or blue, and the colors 
persisted until the ducklings 
were more than half grown. 
Thus the gaily-hued “downies” 
could be followed as individ- 
uals from a particular nest. 
Through this experiment much 
information was developed on 
the relationship between the 
brood and the nesting waters. 

The narrative of the experi- 
ment does not disclose whether 
the somber-hued . mother dis- 
owned the beautifully colored 
babies. 

Past observation has disclosed 
that Canad& geese are the 
earliest breeders. Among. the 
ducks, the mallards, black ducks 
and pintails generally nest ear- 
)lier than other varieties. The

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TRUST IN U.N. URGED 
BY MRS. ROOSEVELT 


“Americans Should Build 
Confidence at Home, She 
Says in Talk Here. 


Americans must banish their 
fears ahd build in their own 
country the confidence they 
would like to help establish in 
other parts of the world, Mrs. 
Eleanor Roosevelt said here last 
night. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, guest of honor 
at a banquet sponsored by the 
Greater St. Louis branch of the 
American Association for the 
United Nations, declared this 
should be accompanied by a 
greater trust in the United Na- 
tion organization as an “abso- 
lutely essential” meeting-place 
where international understand- 
ing eventually will be achieved. 

She told banquet guests at the 
Park Plaza Hotel that the 
United States must stay fully in 


the U.N. “We can't take the at- 
titude that we're going to take 
our playthings, turn our backs 
and go away,” she remarked. 

Working out problems in the 
world organization requires pa- 
tience, perseverance and stam- 
ina, Mrs. Roosevelt went on, say- 
ing the process is “desperately 
hard.” ' 

Strength Thorugh Use. 

She said that the people who 
stand behind U.N. delegates 
must assume the responsibility 
of seeing that the U.N. machin- 
ery is developed and strength- 
ened through constant use. 

Referring to the U.N. mem- 
bers’ joint action in Korea as “‘a 
great milestone,” she pointed 
out that it was a voluntary mat- 
ter and said she hoped that the 
U.N. will some day obtain the 
authority to make such decisions 
compulsory. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, who is nation- 
al membership chairman of the 
A.A.U.N. and formerly a United 
States delegate to the world 
body, said she felt history would 
show that the present genera- 
tion of Americans has fulfilled’ 
its international responsibilities. 

In a question period, she re- 
marked that she did not feel 
Communist China should receive 


United States recognition or ad- 


mission to the U.N. because at 
present China “is technically an 
enemy.” 

Handling a question on rela- 

tions with India, she said that 
Indian Prime Minister Nehru, 
while “a wonderful person,” is 
“a highly emotional human be- 
ing.” American policy-makers 
have not always dealt with 
Nehru “in the wisest way,” she 
added. 
Clark M. Eichelberger, execu- 
tive director of the A.A.U.N., 
referred to the present confer- 
ence at Geneva as “that unfor- 
tunate excursion.” His organi- 
zation, he said, hopes that after 
it is over, “diplomacy can be 
brought back to the U.N.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt spoke earlier 
yesterday to two other audiences, 
giving the final talk in the Louis 
D. Beaumont lecture series on 
“Fear and Freedom” at Wash- 
ington University, and address- 
ing an audience at the Orpheum 
Theater, one of the events in 
St. Louis World Trade Week.

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Television in France 


Community Viewing 
Plan for Villages © 
By John Crosby 


PARIS. 
P UNTIL a couple of years ago, television 
was considered strictly a rich man’s diversion 
in France. Sets here cost about $400, rough- 
ly the equivalent of four months’ wakes to the 
average family, and 
are as remote as 
the moon to most 
French peasants. 
Then a young 
man named Roger 
Louis with a large 
idea and enormous 
enthusiasm came 
along, and now 177 
villages have com- 
munity sets and the 
number is growing 
every day. Louis, 
who hails from No- 
gentel, a little vil-

ae. ierry, was ap- 
JOHN CROSBY palled by the intel- 
lectual stagnation of community life in little vil- 
lages where there are no movies and not much 
of anything else. 


x * * 


HE BADGERED a set manufacturer into loan- 
ing him sets for Nogentel and Estampes which 
were placed in the schools under, the super- 
vision of the school teacher (who is quite a big 
shot in French villages). Every night there were 
shows, and the people were invited in to see 
whether they liked television well enough to 
cough up the 160,000 francs needed to buy a 
community set. The response was terrific. In 
Nogentel, 80 of the town’s 115 families put up 
from 1000 to 5000 francs apiece, the poor giving 
more than the rich. 


x * * 


WITH THE SETS PAID FOR, Tele Clubs were 
formed with the teacher in charge. Three shows 
were held weekly attended by 40 to 100 vil- 
lagers who paid 20 francs admission. Within a 
year receipts paid everyone back his share for 
the set. Since then, the income has been used 
by the teacher to buy special equipment such 
as costumes for school plays or uniforms for 
the football team. 


x * * 


THE EFFECT on village life has been magi- 
cal. At Nogentel, Alfred Beaufort, the school 
teacher will tell you: 


“Don't try to tell me that television makes 
kids sluggish or lazy.. This set has done wonders 
for them. It stimulates their imagination, in- 
creases their vocabulary and makes them ask 
questions. You’d be surprised to see how it 
affects their play, too. The other day we saw 
a movie about a bullfight; now they're all 
playing matador. And we saw a baseball game 
once; since then they’ve invented some kind 
of game with a ball and stick. Probably nothing 
like baseball but it makes,them exercise their 
ingenuity.” 

At 8:30 on show nights the schoolhouse fills 
with grizzled farmers and their robust wives, 
along with quite a contingent of teenagers who 
find the Tele Club a great: place for furtive 
necking. Most of these people used to walk or 
bicycle three miles to Cha‘.au Thierry for a 
120-franc movie.

- FRENCH TELEVISION is pretty bad, but the 
villagers get an awful lot of it for 20 francs. A 
fairly typical evening would include a newsreel, 
a Mexican bullfight, a fashion show, a live 
variety show and a feature length film. 


“Before we had television,” a husky vintuer 
declared, after the lights went up, “about all 
there was to do in the evening here was to 
play cards at the cafe or go to bed. We talked 
about the sdme things day in day out. Until 
Monsieur Louis came along we didn’t know 
what were were missing.” 


x * * 


RECENTLY, FRENCH TELEVISION com- 
pleted a 13-week series of programs to teach the 
farmers how to improve and modernize their 
agricultural plant. This series was directed 
straight at the 177 Tele Clubs and probably 
wouldn’t have been put on at all if they didn’t 
exist. After each program, French peaSants sat 
up until midnight, which is pretty late for a 
French peasant, discussing what they had seen. 


The Tele Clubs, of which Louis is still very 
much the sparkplug, are already a political 
power in France, There was great Socialist re- 
sistance in Parliament, for example, to the 
budget for French television which is Govern- 
ment operated. The Socialists didh’t like the 
thought of spending $5,000,000 a year to operate 
a rich man’s toy. The existence of the Tele Clubs, 
whose members are anything but rich, swung 
15 Socialist votes which carried the day. 


x * * 


WHAT THE TELE CLUBS really need is a 
permanent paid staff—everyone is working vol- 
untarily for nothing—and a little money. Many 
French villages which would like to try a Tele 
Club can’t get hold.of a set to see whether 
they'd like it or not because no one has the 
time or money to demonstrate a set to them. 


In time the Tele Club idea may spread to 
other lands. Germany and Morocco have both 
expressed a lively interest in the Tele Clubs 
and UNESCO, which is co-operating closely with 
the Tele Clubs, is studying the idea with the 
notion of promoting low cost educational tele- 
vision in under-developed.

O you sometimes spend hours in daydreaming, especial- 
D» now that spring is coming along? Dou you find 

your daydreams more satisfactory than the chores you 
are supposed to be doing? It’s a common experience, but 
Mrs. D. thinks it is getting the best of her. 

“I’m afraid I'm spending too much time in imaginary 
romancing and wishful thinking,” she confesses. “It’s not 
good, is it? But what should I do about it?”

DAYDREAMS ARE NEITHER good nor bad, Mrs. D. 
_Jt’s just a question of what you do with them. Almost 
everybody has at least a few. Sociologist Paul H. Landis 
questioned hundreds of college students about their prob- 
lems. These are the top few of those that they listed (with 
sume condensing from me), in order of importance: 

1. Feeling of inferiority. 

2. Daydreaming. 

3. Sex problems. 

4. Undesirable traits of temperament. 

5. Religious problems. 

So you see, you are not unusual, Dr. Landis gives us 
five common reasons for students daydreaming: (1) lack of 
success in obtaining affection from parents or friends, (2) 
being excluded from a desired group, (3) lack of success 
in making grades, in athletics, or in some form of compe- 
tition, (4) lack of finances or of acceptable tlothes, or other 
humiliating shortages, (5) lack of success in dating.

IN YOUR OWN MARRIED LIFE, the cause would be 
cifferent, but of the same general kind. You're not satis- 
fied with the world in which you live and instead of trying 
to improve it, you find release in daydreams. 

That’s where the danger lies. When you merely try to 
escape from the real world, you aren't going to get any- 
where. Find gut what is really the matter, and then do 
something about it. Daydreams are bad when they are an 
‘attempt to run away from life. They are good when three 
‘requirements are met: 

1. They are not concerned with immoral behavior or 
foolish fantasy, but 

2. They are concerned with something that you could 
really accomplish if you tried, and then 

3. You go to work energetically to accomplish that of 
‘which you have dreamed. 

In such a case, they are merely creative imagination. 
‘If you can’t reach that leve!, but are merely living in a 
‘make-believe world, get out and do something worth while.

The Five Bensieks Enjoy Playing Together Just for Fun, Hope Idea Will Spread to Other Homes

ITH five pianists, two cel- 

lists, two violinists, a clari- 

netist, a flutist, violist and 
a zither player, the Carl Ben- 
sieks didn’t have to leave the 
family fireside to organize an 
orchestra. But speaking mathe- 
matically as well as musically, 
there are really only five of 
them to share all those talents. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bensiek and 
their three daughters play the 
piano. He started out as a 
zither player. Judith, the eldest 
daughter, plays the cello; Mary, 
the middle one, plays the vio- 
lin, and Margaret, the youngest 
plays violin, clarinet, flute and 
viola. Mrs. Bensiek, in addi- 
tion to her piano playing, also 
claims proficiency with the 
vacuum cleaner. 

“I keep house while the rest 
work,” she said. 

But frequently, Mrs. Bensiek 
puts aside the vacuum cleaner 
and the dust rags to join the 
others around the big grand 
piano in the living room at 7118 
Hunter avenue, Normandy, in a 
family project which they hope 
will spread to other homes. 

“We know we can’t all be 
concert musicians,” said Bensiek, 
“but we can all have fun. As 
a music teacher, I have 
the importance of music for 
its own sake—not necessarily as 
a career—and have suggested 
that members of a family play 
together in their own musical 
group. 

“Then four or five years ago, 
we decided to practice what I 
had been preaching. We started 
playing together and have had 
so much fun that we know 
other families would enjoy it 


“These days, we have televis- 
ion. We watch, rather than par- 
ticipate in, sports. Nearly every- 
thing except music, has been 
served up to us on a silver plat- 
ter. But in order to get enjoy- 
ment out of this kind of activ- 
ity, you must work at it your- 
self, throw yourself into it. 

“T think it’s a serious mistake 
to tell a child when he starts 
to study music that he is a po- 
tential Paderewski. But he 
should be taught to love music 
for its own sake, not as a means 
of bringing him before the puB- 
lic as a concert star.” 

As musicians themselves, Mr. 
and Mrs. Bensiek had always as- 
sumed that Judith, Mary and 
Margaret would study music. 
But their father was a busy in- 
structor, teaching other people’s 
children, and what spare time 
he had from lessons was taken 
up with music club work. 

“IT was terribly busy with all 
that while our daughters were 
sitting at home and I didn't 
realize what they were missing 
until one day one of them said 
to me, ‘When are you going to 
help us?’ That made me stop 
and think and from then on I 


gave up the club work and be- . 


gan to concentrate on our own 
family music group,” he says. 
The concentration has paid 
off, not only in hours of fun for 
the Bensiek clan, but in numer- 
ous public appearances at which 
they let audiences see how much 
enjoyment a family can have

South had a great 
many winners and a reasonable 
number of controls, so that if 
his partner should become slam- 
minded, there figured to be a 
fair play for the contract. 

West d have been wise to 
lead one of the unbid suits, but 
in the fear that he might guess 
the wrong one, he opened the 
singleton trump. South won, 
and jhe did not make the mistake 
of leading any more trumps, 
thus giving either defender the 
opportunity to signal. Instead, 
at the second trick South led the 
diamond jack and went up with 
dummy’s ace, then returned the 
diamond queen and passed it, 
carefully choosing his low club 
as the discard, 

There were two’ good and 
sufficient reasons for South's 
play, involving both sound tech- 
nique and sound bridge psy- 
chology. 

First and paramount, if South 
finessed through West for the 
diamond king, he would get only 
one discard even if the finesse 
succeeded. Second, if the dia- 
mond finesse lost to East, there 
was a slightly better-than-even 
chance that East held the miss- 
ing ace (since West had not led 
it) and he would, of course, cash 
it in a hurry. But if the dia- 
mond ace was played and the 
finesse then taken through East, 
if West had the diamond king 
and took the trick, he would not 
know whether to return a heart 
or a club—still assuming that 
he did not have the ace of 
hearts.

Inner Nakedness 
By Fulton J. Sheen 


N eternally feminine prob- 

lem ig always: “What will 

I wear?” It probably be- 
gan the day after the initial 
rebellion, when Eve looked up 
at the leaves on the fig tree 
and said: “I wonder which one 
I will wear today?” Or it may 
have been that she turned to 
Adam and said: “I haven't a 


ing to note that in the account 
of the Fall, given in the Book 
of Genesis, Adam and Eve 
were not conscious of the need 
of clothes until after they had 
sinned, Very likely there had 
been an effulgence of their 
soul shining through their 
bodies which became as gar- 
ments of radiance. 

Perhaps the glory attendant 
upon Christ on the Mountain 
of the Transfiguration was His 
Divinity shining through His 


humanity. So, too, the inner 


holiness of our First Parents 
was in a certain sense their 
garment not made with hands. 

After that inner beauty of 
the soul was lost, there was 
need of outer clothing. Once 
naked on the inside, external 
clothing was necessary. 
Clothed originally with grace 
and holiness, there was no 
sense of nakedness, either in- 
side or out. 
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MODERN PSYCHOLOGY 
has recovered this truth hid- 
den in the First Book of the 
Bible. Its expression of the 
truth is that excessive luxury 
on the outside is often a sign 
of nothing on the- inside. 
“Defensive mechanisms” are 
attempts to hide some failing, 
defect or spiritual nakedness. 

For example, a young wom- 
an who wants to appear 
learned will cultivate an ac- 
cent, use the jargon of the 
intelligentsia, and begin con- 
versations with: “Oh, you 
never read Professor Sch- 
lamz’s book on ‘The subaltern 
relationship of the Id to the 
Sex-Libido in the introverted 
schizophrenics’?” 

How often, too, the man 
who has made a lot of money 
will try to cover up his igno- 
rance or his _§ intellectual 
nakedness by considering all 
talk except money as a “waste 
of time.” 

This love of display to hide 


moral and spiritual nudity 
thus manifests itself in nega- 
tive fashion. 

College students seeking to 
make up for a want of recog- 
nition, will seek to attract 
attention by wearing loud 
clothes. Bad clothes, baggy 
and misfitting garments will 
sometimes be worn to solicit 
the eyes of others. 

This is an old trick. Cen- 
turies ago, Plato, a man of 
taste who had fine carpets in 
his home, was (visited by 
Diogenes, who lived in a tub 
and said disagreeable things 
about others because they 
were not as poor as he. One 
day, Diogenes in an ill tem- 
per came to visit Plato and 
stamping on the carpet said: 
“I trample on the pride of 
Plato.” “Yes,” said Pilato, 
“and with greater pride.” 
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THE SOUL has its apparel 
as well as the body, and the 
psychologists are right in say- 
ing that exaggerated display 
on the outside is a sign of 
barrenness within. 

The external first meets the 
eye, and there is a natural 
tendency to judge the con- 
tents by the wrappings; dia- 
monds wrapped in a news- 
paper clipping would be sus- 
pected of worthlessness. 

But this does not diminish 
the value of the inner man. 
“Keeping clean the outside of 
the cup while the inside was 
full of filth and corruption” 
provoked some of the sternest 
words of Our Divine Lord. 

Those who keep up the 
externals only to cover up the 
internal are like some of the 
ancient Egyptian temples that 
were magnificent on the 
outside, but on the inside had 
only the image of a serpent 
or a crocodile. 

There is much wisdom and 
peace hidden in the counsel 
of a third century writer who, 
talking to a group of young 
women, said, “Clothe your- 
selves with the silk of piety, 
with the satin of sanctity and 
with the purple of modesty, 
and you will have God Him- 
self as your suitor.”

My Day 
Two Ways 
To Approach 
Foreign Aid 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


N my way to Champaign, 
()m- before coming on to 
St. Louis, I read an inter- 
esting editorial that appeared 
in one of the 


in Congress as 
to whether aid 
should be de- 
nied to India 
because of 
Prime Minis- 
ter gate = 
, titude abou 
Mrs. Roosevelt our air-lift to 
Indochina and his outspoken 
feeling that military aid to 
Pakistan was an antagonistic 
. move toward India and that 
our attitude in general is lead- 
ing us to a war-like situation 
in Asia. 

This editorial pointed out 
that there are two ways of 
approaching the aid that we 
have been giving to under- 
developed countries. One is 
the genuine feeling that the 
aid that we have given to these 
countries has been given be- 
cause we genuinely feel that 
improvement in the standard 
of living is of benefit to us 
and to the world in general. 
The other is that we give this 
aid purely in order to be 
able to demand from all coun- 
tries who receive aid the right 
to expect them to think as we 
do and act as we wish them 
to act. 
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IF WE WERE to withdraw 
economic aid to India at the 
present time, then it would 
seem that our Government has 
decided that this second point 
of view is the point of view 
which our people as a whole 


believe In and under whic& 


we are going to operate. 

Of course, if this is our 
point of view, then we must 
acknowledge that the Soviet 
Union has been justified in 
warning many of the under- 
developed countries that there 
was nothing disinterested 
about our actions. We meant 
to control them and sooner or 
later they would find it out. 
This would certainly lead to 
an acceptance of other Soviet 
propaganda by people in many 
areas of the world, because if 
they are proved correct in one 
case many will-think that they 
are correct in many cases. 

We, as a Government, have 
repeatedly assured India and 
other governments to whom 
we are giving aid that we have 
no desire to control them. 
However, I am afraid if I 
were one of them, I should 
be rather shaken by the pro- 
posal made in Congress about 
stopping aid to India. 
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GRANTED THAT NEHRU 
has been too extreme in his 
attitude, granted that if he 
has said some of the things 
he is reported to have said, 
he must either be really 
frightened or over-emotional 
to a rather unfortunate point. 

Still, I am not sure that all 
these reports are true. When 
I have been in other countries 
I have read about things at- 
tributed to some of our higher 
officials which I was sure they 
had not said, and this might 
be true in the reverse. 

It is almost impossible not 
to be misunderstood. We have 
had an example of that just 
lately in our country. Our 
Vice President has been ex- 
plaining some of his own 
statements almost immediately 
after he makes them. It is en- 
tirely possible for some to in- 
terpret words differently from 
others. 

If taking economic aid away 


from a country that needs it - 


badly, and whose well-being 
is important to us, is what our 
Secretary of State meant when 
he talked about “immediate 
retaliation,” perhaps it would 
be well to stop, look, and 
listen before we take this re- 
taliatory step.

That seemed to 
be “gigantic destruction” to 
those who observed .the event. 

Pcople of today would de- 
scribe the Hiroshima bomb as a 
dangerous weapon, byt we 
might call it “small.” tt gave 
hardly one-third as much of a 
blast as do some of the A-bombs 
of today, and it falls far short 
of H-bombs. 

A-bombs are made from heavy 
elements, which include uranium 
and plutonium. H-bombs, on the 
other hand, come from hydro- 
gen, the lightest gas known to 
man. 

Ordinary hydrogen will burn, 
and it sometimes explodes. In 
past times it was used widely 
to fill the bags of balloons and 
zeppelins. From time to time 
there have been explosions.

THOSE IONS, how- 
ever, had only a tiny fraction 
of the force in an H-bomb. The 
atoms are changed before they 


Both Russia and the United 
States; have exploded H- bembs 
during the past two years. More 
publicity has been given to the 
American explosions, which have 
been carried out on, or near, 
islands of the Pacific Ocean. . 

One H-bomb was exploded at 
Eniwetok a year amd a half ago, 
It was about 250 times as pow- 
erful as the Hiroshima bomb, 
The H-bomb explosions of the 
present year have been far more 
powerful than that.

AS THE RESULT of an H- 
bomb explosion during the past 
March, about two dozen Japa- 
nese fishermen were burned. 
They were reported to be at a 
distance of 80 miles frem the
